PHILADELPHIA, Nov 29 r - 
A former Russian scientist, given 
asylum in the West in 1946. told 
a Senate group today that a clique 
of Soviet secret police agents are 
uorkmg as research consultants 
in Washington 
The scientist, Valintm L. Soko- 
low made the statement at a 
hearing conducted by the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee 
Robert Morris, the committee's 
special counsel, immediately re­ 
cessed the public hearing so that 
the committee could go into ex­ 
ecuter session 
Afterward, Morris said Sokolov 
"gave the committee the names 
of people who are being utilized ’ 
as .secret agents. 
Morris had no further comment 
on the executive session nor on 
Sokolov's testimony. He indicated 
that much of the information sup­ 
plied by Sokolov was necessarily 
confidential.

^our o’clock tea means little to the tea 
^ pickers of Ceylon except that it's just 
another moment in the day-in-and-day-out 
job of getting tea out for the rest of tho 
world. 
Ceylon’s economy revolves around tea. 
It is the island's most important export. 
The United States buys the lion’s share of 
her tea crop. Last year America imported 
105,900,000 pounds (20 billion cups of tea) 
and 43 per cent of it came from Ceylon. 
Tea is picked the year around in Ceylon. 
It's a non-stop harvest. About every ten days 
women pickers go into the fields with baskets 
tied to their backs and pick the "flush” or 
sprouting new tea leaves from each bush. 
A good picker can pluck 160 pounds of leaves a 
day, enough to make 40 pounds of finished tea. 
After the tea pickers' baskets are weighed 
(the pickers arc paid by weight of the leaves 
plucked), the tea leaves are sent to the factory, 
usually on the tea plantation, or "estate,” 
where they are processed. These processes 
include withering, rolling, roll-breaking, fer­ 
mentation, and drying or firing. The leaves 
are then put through sieves, with graduated 
mesh, to sort them for distribution com­ 
mercially. These sieves divide them into leaf 
and broken grades. 
Ceylon's tea industry, from planting to 
processing, is pictured here. 
4. With a large wicker basket tied to her back, a girl tea 
picker goes about plucking the "flush,"or tcndci new leaves.

Czechoslovakia has a new president in place 
of the late Antonin Zapotocky. He is Antonin 
Novotny, and it cannot be said that his “ elec­ 
tion ’ comes as a surprise, though advance 
notices had indicated that Premier Viliam Siroky 
would get the job. 
Novotny is first secretary of the Czech Com­ 
munist Party. In Communist regimes that is the 
post usually held by the No. I Communist. So if 
Novotny wanted to be president of Czecho­ 
slovakia, all he had to do was make his wishes 
known. 
This he obviously did. 
The only surprise connected with Novotny's 
accession to the presidency is that he wanted it 
— and decided to take it while keeping the party 
post. The late Kliment Gottwald held both 
positions in the early days of Communist ascend­ 
ancy in Czechoslovakia, but that precedent has 
not been followed It must be that Novotny con­ 
siders that present conditions require special 
treatment. 
Not present conditions in Czechoslovakia, 
perhaps 
present conditions in the Communist 
world. 
In Soviet Russia the last few months 
have seen the emergence of Khrushchev as the 
heir of Stalin 
Khrushchev is in control, his 
right to rule is unchallenged, he is in fact the 
dictator. 
The Communist pattern, the pattern of des­ 
potism, is being repeated in Russia. It must be 
repeated in every Russian satellite. In Czecho­ 
slovakia the handwriting on the wall has been 
read and appropriate action has been taken.

Most Americans believe that the era of im­ 


perialism and colonialism has ended, when as a matter 
of tact we are entering upon a new type of imperialism 
which can encompass the entire human race, It is the 
anti-colonialism of Americans which is causing so 
much havoc in France and which is imperilling NATO; 


3. 
The quarrels and jealousies among Western 
European nations, as contrasted with the monolithic 
Soviet system, imperils not only NATO but the United 
Nations 
The quarrel between Greece and Turkey over 
Cyprus wrecked the Balkan Alliance; the American 
and British attacks upon France over Algeria, Tunisia 
and Morocco, and the American opposition to British. 
French and Israeli policy concerning Egypt have weak­ 
ened the Anglo-American Alliance, the Anglo-American- 
French Alliance and NATO generally. 


Way back in 1951, Bernard Baruch, speaking at 


the Lord Mayor’s Dinner in London, tried to deal 
with precisely this situation in advance of its occur­ 
rence. 
It is, of course, difficult to be a prophet, 


particularly when the words of the prophet are 
unwelcome. On July 24, 1951, Baruch said to the 
British: 


“ Supporting the Marshall Plan I strongly advocat­ 
ed that, if Europe united in a common defense against 
aggression. America should agree to go if necessary 
lo war to help in that defense. 
Many have com­ 
plained that heretofore we came only after war com­ 
menced. 
That criticism can no longer be levelled at 
us. We have already given of our resources 
We have 
considerable forces here to join in the common Euro­ 
pean defense 
These will increase. I do not and can­ 
not speak for my government. 
But I would be less 
than frank if I did not tell you what I think and what 
the majority of Americans think too. 


Unless the peoples of Europe unite and quickly 
give their full all-out support to General Eisenhower 
n his efforts to bring about a common defense, you 
cannot count on America s economic and military aid 
continuing. We will meet more than generously what­ 
ever Europeans do. 
If you show no hesitation and 
jndcrtake your full share, we will go to the limit. 
Then the burdens will be less for all concerned.” 


Further, he then said: 


“ I realize the difficulties the peoples of Europe 
have undergone, and the further sacrifices necessary 
to attain the end we all seek. We shall do more than 
match your efforts 
But do not let Americans feel 
that you are not willing to shoulder your fair share of 
he burdens. 
Korea has shown that we are lacking 
icither in leadership nor sacrifice. 
But if we are to 
succeed you must do more there and your full share 
lore. Let us not he discouraged or faint-hearted, how­ 
l e r great the difficulties. 
There is no price tag on 
freedom, 
lf we lose that, we lose all . . .” 


United Europe is not as close at hand today as 


It was in 1951. During the past six years, too many 
disagreements have oeeurred among the Western 
Europeans for a I nited States of Eu ope to be 
feasible and yet if Western Europe fails to recog­ 
nize the necessity of finding a foundation 
for 


strength that will not he wholly dependent upon 
the United States, sooner or later Soviet Russia 
will 
(est 
its 
strength 
against 
some 
of 
those 


countries. 


After all. even Great Britain is only a bow-and- 
arrow s distance from a Russian bomb in this age of 
the Sputnik and that is undoubtedly the reason why 
British political leaders of both parties are .so nervous 
over the uncertainties of American policy. When there 
is no telling what way the wind will shift in Washing­ 
ton. it is impossible for our allies to know what they 
can do without offending President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Dulles. Aneurin Bevan. at any rate, 
spoke his mind freely in this country and while his 
views were wholly unofficial, they might soon enough 
be not only official but prevailing. 
As it stands today, NATO is politically in bad 
shape. Whether the damage done during the past few 
years can be repaired, only time can tell and there is 
very little time left.

Among the world s few palaces 


still inhabited by reigning mon­ 


archs, 
the 
Basman 
palace 
is 


certainly the least palatial. The 


modest stone structure stands on 
a dusty hill above this little city, 
with a view across a narrow val­ 
ley to another dusty hill where 
goats browse on the scant desert 
growth. 


But this palace of young Hus­ 
sein. King of Jordan, hardly larg­ 
er than a big Western country 
house, is now perhaps the most 
sensitive single spot in all the 
troubled Middle East. 


The Egyptians, the Syrians and 
the Soviets have vowed to destroy 
Hussein and his government by 
any means within their power. 
Organized 
bomb 
outrages, 
or­ 
ganized 
subversion, 
organized 
lies of unprecedented shameless­ 
ness—all these and other weap­ 
ons have been used. 
Since the 
twenty-three year old king has 
stood 
annoyingly 
firm, 
Gamal 
Abdel Nasser's Uairo radio has 
lately taken to open incitement to 
assassination. 


There is method, too. in this 
macabre amt- seemingly luna t i c 
violence. For if Jordan can only 
be reduced to a Soviet-Egyptian 
satellite on 
the 
Syrian 
model, 
the 
days 
of 
independent 
Iraq 
will he numbered. 
And if Iraq 
falls, it will soon be the turn 
of the oil rick sheikhdoms of the 
Persian Gulf and of Saudi A ra­ 
bia itself. 


Nothing 
but 
young 
Hussein s 
naked 
courage 
saved 
Jordan 
from the Soviet Egyptian spon­ 
sored 
coup 
d'etat 
last 
April. 
Nothing but Hussein s stout de­ 
termination is saving Jordan to­ 
day. 
His coolness, his firmness 
must impress anyone who talks 
with him, as this reporter has 
just done at some length. 


Courage always tends 
to 
be 
the 
winning 
quality, 
especially 
when it is in rather short supply, 
among the opposition, as is the 


case here in Jordan. 
Neverthe­ 
less. it is necessary to face the 
plain fact that the position here 
in .Jordan is at least very peril­ 
ous. 


The king has great assets, to 
be sure. 
Under pressure of ne­ 
cessity. he has grown very rap­ 
idly in self assurance and matur­ 
ity. He has grown too in the re­ 
spect of his people and of polit­ 
ical leaders. 
Despite the most 
active efforts 
to 
infiltrate 
the 
army. finally, the king still com­ 
mands the loyalty of the Arab 
Legion; and here in Jordan, as 
in every Arab country, the army 
is the decisive factor in politics. 
Out against these items on the 
credit side of the balance sheet, 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
balance 
a 
heavy list of items on the debit 
side 
There is the tragic plight 
of 
the 
half-million 
Palestinian 
refugees, who form a third of 
Jordan’s total population. There 
is Jordan's basic poverty. There 
is the continuous appeal of the 


Syrian-Egyptian-Soviet 
brand of 
•‘Arab nationalism.” There is the 
bandwagon effect of the recent 
leftwing success in Syria, which 
has frightened .Jordan s moder­ 
ates and made them reluctant to 
commit themselves to Hussein 


The young king is sternly confi­ 
dent that he can maintain Jo r­ 
dan s independence, despite the 
powerful forces massed against 
him. But it sticks out like a sore 
thumb here, that urgent meas­ 
ures are needed to improve the 
odds in the king’s favor. 
The United States alone can 
take these measures. The respon­ 
sibility to do so was publicly ac­ 
cepted by President Eisenhower 
himself at the time of the April 
crisis here.

VNe have reduced the H-bomb 
to a more compact warhead and 
designed 
a 
so-called 
“ clean'' 
bomb, relatively free from radio­ 
active hazard. But less import­ 
ant than the compactness and 
size of the warhead is the tact 
that Russia definitely docs have 
the 
hydrogen

Russia 
has also improved the trigger 
mechanism of the bomb 


Russia 
is 
also known to be 
ahead of us in developing an 
atomic rocket capable of space 
flight. 


Despite 
this,

tion is still refusing to spend $8 
million that Congress has already 
appropriated tor nuclear power 
rocket 
work 
Newspaper head­ 
lines 
have 
announced 
to 
the 
contrary, but as of this writing, 
the headlines are not accurate. 


Congress originally appropriat­ 
ed $23 million for nuclear rocket 
work for the fiscal year 1936. This 
was called “ Project Rover.”

One of these days it will be 
blazoned around the world that 
HEE Soviets 
have 
reached the 
Moon, L IF E and SatEvePost will 
show Disney pictures of the land­ 
ing and the Whodunits. They may 
bring back a Christmas greeting 
from the Man in the Moon and a 
sample of his green cheese. And 
this cockeyed 
world will 
rave 
about it. 
Bnf it will not mark a scienti­ 
fic advance so much as a spec­ 
tacular teat, for the Moon has 
been an established satellite ever 
since the morning stars sang to­ 
gether; and it is not likely that 
any mere sputnik will outsplen- 
dor the Oueen of heaven, or af- 
feet the ebb and flow of the tides. 
What happens on our planet is 
more 
important 
than 
anything 
that happens beyond its rim We 
already 
know 
more 
about 
the 
stars than they know about them­ 
selves. They are not even self­ 
conscious 
On the other hand Man knows 
more than he makes proper use 
of. There is danger that he may 
Frankenstein himself by building 
up a 
mechanism designed 
for 
destructive 
purposes 
that 
will 
turn upon him and rend him 
lf our political leaders would 
use their ingenuity in devising 
instruments of peace rather than 
of war. civilization might be set 
forward at a more rapid pace 
than we are now going 
As the field of knowledge broad­ 
en'- 
“ with 
the 
process 
of 
the 
suns” new words are added to 
our vocabularies. Thus we have 
in recent times blip and bleep 
and satellites, and 
I 
take the 
liberty 
of 
suggesting 
another 
—“ sput-mx.” 
meaning that 
the 
sputniks will go on sputtering but 
with a final outcome of nix, 
This scribe is of the old school, 
dating back to the horse and bug­ 
gy days, followed by the bicycle 
rage, passing on to the horseless 
carriage craze, and latterly to 
traveling above the clouds, which 
to me is far more fascinating and 
of practical benefit than traveling 
through space. 
So t shift my interest from as­ 
tronomics to aeronautics. 
I am amazed at the speed and 
comfort one can have in travel­ 
ing by air 
You can even take 
your Laika with you and enjoy 
home comforts. 
It gives one a feeling of exhila­
